Stalingrad appeared to be taking 
shape in the Don bend today as 
hard-pressed Russian forces in the 
Caucasus battled desperately to halt 
constantly reinforced Nazi columns 
advancing toward three vital ob­ 
jectives—the Rick Grozny oil fields 
and the Black sea ports of Novoros- 
skisk and Tuapse. 
Military advices reported the Ger­ 
mans were massing vast quantities 
of men and equipment in the Don 
elbow and told of a sudden inten­ 
sification of fighting near Koetlni- 
kovsk, 95 miles southwest of Stalin­ 
grad. 
Mighty Battle Looms 
Both armies were reported throw­ 
ing almost unprecedented numbers 
of men into the fray in this sector 
and there were indications that the 
battle might develop into one of the 
mightiest yet seen on the whole 
Russian front. 
Thus far the Russians seemed to 
be holding their own on the ap­ 
proaches to Stalingrad, but the pic­ 
ture In the Caucasus, where Adolf 
Hitler is reaching out for the oil 
to feed his fighting machine, was 
grave. 
New concentrations of dive bomb­ 
ers were reported pacing the Ger­ 
man drive, raining tons of high ex­ 
plosives on Caucasus towns in raids 
carried out by waves of 40 to 60 
planes. 
Nazis Break Through 
Dispatches from the front said 
that one Nazi spearhead already 
was less than 200 miles from Grozny 
after breaking through tile Rus­ 
sian lines at Cherkessk, a small 
town in the Caucasus foothills 70 
miles southeast of Armavir. 
Tile break through, acknowledged 
by the Soviet Information Bureau 
last midnight, was accomplished by 
great numbers of German troops, 
heavily supported by tanks, the 
dispatches said. 
The Russians were reported to 
have counterattacked desperately in 
an attem pt to seal the breach in 
their lines, but were forced to fall 
back to new positions. 
Red Star, Soviet Army organ, said 
th at "almost all the German at­ 
tacks were repulsed,” but acknowl­ 
edged that the Nazis had advanced 
in one sector, forcing the Russians 
to withdraw to strategic positions in 
the hills. 
The Germans were reported to 
have launched repeated assaults in 


an attempt to dislodge the Rus­ 
sians from their new positions, only 
to be beaten off with heavy losses. 
In the Krasnodar region, Red 
Star said. Russian troops were of­ 
fering stiffening resistance against 
a German drive toward Novorossisk. 
The Russians said their forces here 
were greatly outnumbered.

Land Opposition 
Overcome After 
Six-Days Fighting

General MacArthur’* Headquarters, Australia, Aug. 13 
(A P)—Firmly entrenched at three points in the Solomon 
Islands, United States Marines battled to expand their posi­ 
tions today with the immediate backing of Allied sea forces 
and long-range ajr assaults on Japanese communications and 
reinforcement bases. 
There was an unconfirmed Australian report that Amer­ 
ican parachute troops had been used as shock forces. 
A spokesman here, asked for comment, said only that he 
never knew of such troops being landed from ship-based 
aircraft before. 
Overcome Land Opposition 
A Washington Navy announcement that operations had 
advanced to the point where the Leathernecks were con­ 
solidating their holdings in the Tulagi area, in the southeast­ 
ern Solomons, indicated that initial land opposition had been 
overcome after six days of savage hand-to-hand combat. 
The U. S. Navy’s communique said the Marines landed 
as scheduled on three islands, whose names it did not disclose, 
in the Tulagi vicinity. It added that supporting Naval craft 
were meeting with bitter opposition, suggesting that the 
Japanese had thrown powerful surface and air units into the 
defense. 
Knock Out 4 Jap Ships 
Flying fortresses, striking yesterday at Rabaul, New Brit­ 
ain, in the fifth raid there in five days, knocked out four 
enemy ships in the harbor of this base from which Japanese 
troops and supplies have moved to the Solomon*. 
A 15,000-ton ship and two medium-sized ones were left 
spouting flames and another large ship was seen sinking by 
the stern, a headquarters communique said today. 
One of 
eight challenging fighters w*as shot down and from three to 
six others were hit and damaged. Not a single Allied bomber 
was lost. 
Blast Base Installations 
Some 2,000 miles west of the Solomons Aflfed airmen 
attacked Japanese shipping and base installations in the 
Dutch Timor-Banda sea area with undetermined results. The 
raid off Timor was believed to have been on the same convoy 
from which one ship has been sunk and two others, including 
a destroyer, have been damaged in two previous attacks. 
The U. S. Navy communique on the Solomon action said 
there was substantial evidence that the Japanese since invad­ 
ing the island in January had a base well under way in the 
Tulagi area. 
Seek Fine Naval Base 
This presumably was at Tulagi harbor, potentially one of 
the finest Naval base sites in the southwestern Pacific. 
A 
major enemy installation there would constitute a direct 
threat to Australia and islands guarding the United States— 
Australian supply line. 
With the hurricane-free, 100-foot deep harbor in Allied 
hands, it could play a big part in the newly generated offen­ 
sive to throw the Japanese out of the southwest Pacifiq 
islands.

LITTLE SUGAR 
FOR CANNING 


It won t be long until golden yel­ 
low 
and 
white 
peaches 
will 
be 
plentiful enough to can for next 
w inter’s use. 
No Adams county 
family wants to be without some of 
this delicious and popular canned 
fruit, believes Miss Mildred Adams 
home economics extension repre­ 
sentative. 
Because of their sire, peaches are 
one of 
the easiest and quickest 
fruits to preserve, obtaining 16 to 
20 quarts per bushel depending on 
how they are canned. 
For canning, select peaches with 
special care, using no bruised or 
green ones. Dip the peaches in hot 
water just until you can slip the 
skins off easily. 
Cut In halves or 
slices and pack into clem Jars on 
which the rubbers iinve been placed 
Add one pit to each Jar for flavor 
You may prefer to cook the peaches 
in a sirup until tender then pack 
hot into jars. 
Peaches contain 12 per cent n a t­ 
ural fruit sugar so little extra sweet­ 
ening is needed, says Miss Adams 
Because of the sugar shortage this 
year, a thin sirup made of I cup 
of sugar and 3 cups of water is 
satisfactory 
Some homemakers be­ 
lieve a little sugar helps to pre­ 
serve the flavor and color of tire 
fruit but sugar is not necessary. 
Peaches keep as well without as 
with sugar. 
Honey or corn sirup 
may be substituted for all or part 
of the sugar in the sirup 
To can without sugar, prepare 
peaches as for canning with sugar. 
Instead of using a sirup, take some 
of the riper fruit and cook to ob- 
; tam Juice and fill the jars with 
this Juice, 
Be sure to entirely cover tile 
peaches in the jar with either sirup 
or juice within one-fourth inch of 
the top of the jar. 
This will pre­ 
vent discoloration of the canned 
product.

lf you pack peaches 
- raw, process pint Jars 20 minutes 
and quart jars 25 minutes.

minutes. 
At the end oi the processing time, 
remove the Jars at once from the 
water bath, and tighten the covers.

War Production board I* consider­ 
ing a plan for transfer of gold and 
silver miners Into copper mining— 
blit a spokesman Indicated Wednes­ 
day that talk of shifting Pennsyl­ 
vania hard coal miners into the 
same field Is premature. 
Hie proposal to divert the western 
miners to production of the critic­ 
ally scarce red metal originated In 
a program for copper expansion rec­ 
ommended by the Army’s service of 
supply, said the W’PB spokesman. 
a-ho declined use of his name 
fje added that he had not yet 
heard of reports that the service of 
supply headed by Lieut Gen Brehon 
fiommeryell. also had recommended 
transfer of anthracite men from 
the Keystone state to the copper- 
producing regions. 
Shortage of Men 
However, it 
was recalled 
that 
shortage of manpower in the cop­ 
per mines was cited only recently 
by the CIO Mine. Mill and Smelter 
Workers union. 
At the same time, 
anthracite spokesmen have asked 
Federal aid In relieving unemploy­ 
ment in the coalfields 
WPB's labor production division 
was said to regard with some favor 
the shifting of gold miners, it was 
recognized that this probably would 
have to be accomplished by com­ 
pulsory curtailment of output, pre­ 
sumably would mean closing of some 
gold mines. 
Wage adjustments might be nec­ 
essary in the copper-producing in­ 
dustry to accomplish any large-scale 
shift, labor production division of­ 
ficials said. They attributed present 
shortage of copper miners to wages 
in the industry being below the
